tains finally agreed to war, Yo­ 
shida said. 
Yoshida him self, w ‘th years of 
experience abroad as a diplomat 
in London, Rom e and Washington, 
had m any m isgivings. He was ar­ 
rested by the m ilitary later in the 
w ar when he joined a movement 
for a negotiated peace.

VACCINE WILL 
STOP IVY POISON 


PHILADELPHIA * — The Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania has an­ 
nounced that tests on a new vac­ 
cine for the pretention of poison 
ivy have proven successful. Thou­ 
sands of students and other vol­ 
unteers submitted to a series of 
injections intended to desensitize 
them to the vine. 
Dr. Donald M 
Filjsbury, profes­ 
sor of dermatology at the univer­ 
sity’s medical school, said that In 
every ca.*e the new vaccine ‘‘re­ 
duced the individual’s sensitivity to 
the plant 
Many persons became 
completely immune. 
Dr. 
Pillsbury, one of the na­ 
tion’s author.ties on skin diseases, 
said "there Is absolutely no ques­ 
tion the vaccine will reduce sen­ 
sitivity to poison ivy-’* 
He said the vaccine was made 
from a chemical known as penta- 
decacatechol. a derivative of cate­ 
chol. The chemical occurs in the 
form of c o l o r i n crystals soluble 
In cold water 
It has been used 
previously in ointments as an anti­ 
septic.

DETRO fT (AV-A University of 
Pennsylvania professor says th a t the 
oldest known medical prescriptions 
show the ancients had “a broad ac­ 
quaintance 
with 
chem istry'1 
and 
used m aterial which required skills 
for preparation. 
Dr. 
Sam uel Noah Kram er, re­ 
search professor of Assyriology at 
Pennsylvania, said the ancient pre­ 
scriptions are on clay tablets which 
lay buried 4.000 years In the sands 
of M esopotamia, and are written In 
Cuneiform script developed by a n ­ 
cient Sum erians. 
K ram er told the American Assn. 
of the 
History of Medicine, the 
ancient doctor used potassium n i­ 
trate. table salt, ground snake skin 
and turtle shell in his prescriptions, 
as well as botanical* made from 
seeds,
